Controller Berry failed yesterday to 
get the members of his advisory com- 
mittee to declare in favor of .the 
seven-cent cash fare, recommended 
in the report of--Charles Edward 
Smith of St. Louis, his transit ex- 
pert. 

“There has been an agreement on 
everything except fare, Genera] Ber- 
ry said after his conference with 
Jesse I. Straus, head of Macy & Co.; 
General George A. Wingate, Surro- 
gate of Kings County, and Elisha 
Walker, President of Blair & Co., 
investment bankers, the members of 
the committee. 

General Berry did not-say that 
there had been any break with the 
members of his committee on the 
fare question, but. indicated instead 
that this question had been left for 
future conferences," He expressed 
confidence that he and the commit 
tee would agree on a transit read 
justment plan for presentation to the 
Board of Estimate, but did not seem 
as optimistic that this would be done 
in the near future as he was for 
merly. 

City officials expressed. doubt that 
General Berry would e support 
of a majority of his advisory “com- 
mittee for an increased car plan and 
almost SL for the plan 
recommended r. Smith in his 
report. According to these officials, 
Mr. Straus is opposed to any increase 
in the fare unless he can be shown 
that it is absolutely necessary and 
would result in ‘improved service. 
Doubt also was expressed that Gen- 
eral Wingate would favor any ‘in- 
creased fare plan. 

Differ on Appropriation. 

The angle of divergence between 
Mayor Walker and Controller Berry 
on the transit question widened yes- 
terday when it became known that 
Mayor Walker is in favor of includ- 
ing an appropriation. of $15,000,000 
for subway construction in next 
year’s budget and that General Berry 
is opposed to it. The inclusion of 
this amount in the budget .would be 
the first step in the scheme: of John 
H. Delaney, Chairman of the Board 
of Transportation, to preserve the 
five-cent fare in the city’s new sub- 
way system, now under construction. 
by a partial pay-as-you-go policy. in 
stead of paying the entire.cost of con- 
struction by the issue of long-term 
bonds.

NPKEE WANTS CITY 
T0 CENSOR MOVIES 


Offers Amendment to- Code of 
Ordinances Which Would Give 
Power to Revoke Licenses, 


RESULT OF IRISH PROTESTS 


Proposed Law Would Bar Films 
Offending Any Race or Creed 
—Sent to Committee. 


A sudden and unexpected effort to 
introduce a local motion-picture cen- 
sorship was made yesterday by Joseph 
V. McKee, President of the Board of 
Aldermen. Mr. McKee introduced in 
that body an amendment to the code 
of ordinances which, if adopted, will 
empower the License Commissioner 
to cancel the license of any motion- 
picture theatre exhibiting pictures 


that ‘‘are immoral, indecent or tend 
to ridicule, dispara or hold up to 
obloquy or contempt any race, creed 
te) — or are calculated to 
arouse raci national or religious 
prejudice.’ 
r. McKee offered the améndment 
from the rostrum. It was ‘feferred 
for consideration to the Committee 
on General Welfare. No city official 
made comment on it last night and 
its fate in the board was in doubt. 
During the recent absence of Ma “ad 
Walker in Europe Acting Mayor 
Kee. was visited. by members of the 
American Irish Vigilance Committee, 
of which John Tyrone Kelly is Chair- 
man, and several other organiza 
tions -All -entered- vigorous protests 
against certain films that were then 
being .shown in New York theatres. 
They.declared that’ exhibitions of the 
same pictures had been stopped in 
some. of the large cities of the coun- 
try because they were found to be 
offensive to the Irish. 


Acting Mayor Saw Pictures. 


{Investigation by Mr. McKee dis- 
closed no power under the present 
city ordinances to act upon such 
protests. He personally viewed the 
pictures eomplained of and decided 
that city officials should have some 
power to deal with them. 

The proposed ordinance amend- 
ment reads as follows: 

“The Board of Aldermen of the 
City of New York do enact as fol- 
ows: 

“Section 61, Chapter 3, Article 3 of 
the Code of Ordinances of the City 
of New York, is hereby amended by 
Ee Csbbet-4 thereto a new section to be 
known as Section 61A. 

“Section 61A. The inspectors of the 
Department of Licenses shall investi- 
gate the character of motion pictures 
exhibited in the theatres defined by 
Section 60 of this article and where 
it appears that they are immoral, in- 
decent or tend to ridicule, disparage 
or bold up to obloquy or contempt 
any race, creed or nationality, or are 
calculated to arouse racial, national 
or religious prejudice, or do in fact 
give offense to a considerable num- 
ber of any race, creed or nationality. 
they shal) report same to the Com 
missioner of. Licenses, who shall 
thereupon abrogate and cancel the 
license or licenses of the theatre or

MANY HOMES IN. PATH 


Three Hotels and Pier Among 
Structures Destroyed—Sparks 
Are Carried Afar. 


ONE KILLED, 3 ARE HURT 


New Jersey Troopers Guard the 
Stricken Area. to. Prevent 
Looting -in . Ruins.

OCEAN CITY, N.. J., Oct. 11.— 
Fire swept eight’ square blocks of 
this city of frame homes.and Sum- 
mer hotels tonight, causing a loss of 
$4,000,000. The blaze started under- 
neath the Boardwalk at the corner 
of Ninth Street, spread: north and 
south a block each way and then, 
under the bellows of a strong east 
wind of the ocean, drove westward 
for five avenues. It was halted by the 
fireproof buildings along Asbury Ave- 
nue, the main business - section, 
which acted as a shield: where: the 
work of fire fighters‘ from — 
cities could do. nothing. ; 
As it was, approximately thirty 
buildings were razed. Among them 
were three big frame hotels, num- 
bers of shops and business houses, 
a rage, two movies, many Board- 
walk concessions, and the a 
drome pier, the biggest in the ci 
Many families were driven from 
homes over a wide section of the ¢ity 
and some of them are honieless ‘to- 
night, their homés burned to ‘the 
ground. A huge area on the Board- 
walk ina safe region has beeh roped 
off and policemen go rd there 
for fear of looting. ’ § of the 
State militia are- — ‘every 
automobile which™ enters” ‘or leaves 
the city to gt hg nossible pur- 
loined goods. The fire was not under 
control —— 11 o’cloek tonight. 


Help Sent by Other Towns. 


An hour after the fire started Chief 
Sam Conver sent for help to neigh- 
boring cities, including Atlantic City, 
Ventnor, Margate, Linwood, Som- 
er’s Point, Camden, Philadelphia, 
and other: points. These, with the 
local’ apparatus and the help of 
hundreds of volunteers drawn from 
the Police Department, the State 


troopers, the Coast Guard arid ‘the 
beach guard struggled against. the 
spread .of the flames whose sparks 
set roofs afire at distances a quarter 
mile from the conflagration. 

Three volunteer’ firemen. were: in- 
jured severely by glass and flame, 
one of them perhaps fatally, and one 
death occurred when an unidentified 
man was struck by one of the fire 
companies driving at high speed 
a Risley’s, near Mays Land- 
ing. 

The Flames Spread Quickly. 


The -fire, starting at Ninth Street 
and the Boardwalk at 7 o’clock, spread 
through the entire front of the block 
to Eighth Street, destroying the Ar- 
cadia Cafe, and several stores. It 
leaped Ninth Street and burned 
Shriber’s Candy Store between Ninth 
and Tenth Streets, and several other 


concessions there. Then it seemed 
to start backward into the wind, and 
the ——— on the ocean side 
of the ardwalk caught fire. 

Before firemen could stop -he 
flames they had destroyed the pier, 
and meanwu.iile the wind was carry- 
ing the blazing embers westwar 
Just behind the Arcade Building is 
the odge automobile agency, 4 
garage covered with asbestos shin- 
gles. This withstood the flames, anJj 
probably saved the row of frame 
structures behind it on Ninth’Street 
But the sparks flew high and houses 
further down Ninth Street soon 
caught fire. 

Meanwhile citizens of Ocean City 
over a wide expanse were watching 
the sparks from the burning. build- 
ings sai] through the air and _ alight 
on their roofs. Garden gre was 
attached to faucets in scores * 
houses and sprayed on the shin ngle 
and clapboard :walls.. In the opinio 
of the authorities this caused a seri- 
ous slackness in water pressure

3C hildren, Alone in Tenement, Die in Fire; 
Four Others in Adjoining Rooms Are Saved 





Three children lost their lives last 
night when fire swept through the 
top floor of a five-story tenement at 
78. East 109th Street . while _ their 
parents were away at the movies. A 
woman and four other children were 
rescued from the smoke-filled build- 
ing. 

The children wko lost their lives 
were found suffocated ina front 

apartment. They were Rose Ortez, 
6 years old; her sister, Carméline, 2 
vears old, and her brother, Carlos, 4. 

The fire, started in the basement 
from an unknown cause, ‘and, speed- 
ing up the dumbwaiter shaft, mush- 
roomed out on the top floor. The 
Ortez children were in bed and the 
thick smoke soon’ overpowered them. 

A man passing on the street turned 
in an alarth, and meanwhile Mrs.

Serrano and Friends Shot at 
Dinner, Says Letter to Wash- 
ington—Gomez Hunted.

MEXICO CITY, Oct. 11.—Declaring 
that the rebellion, started by Gen- 
erals Francisco Serrano and Arnuifo 
Gomez, had ceased to be a military 
problem and never had been a politi- 
cal problem and that the only task 
now before the Government was the 
prosecution of scattered, unimpor- 
tant bands of rebels, President Calles 
took occasion tonight to reply ‘to 
charges of rebel sympathizers that 
his Government had instigated the 
revolt to get rid of its enemies. 

In a statement, issued in response 
to requests from American news- 
papers, he said that there had been 

no Re dey Nes or pre ration against 
y ‘by the‘ vernment, but 
an excessive trust which led 
toward Tight: have been grave and 
immediate danger to its institutions.” 

The President said that he had 
been long aware of the plot, that he 

—— i4nterceded ‘with pred der 

dissuade him from his. pu 
shia that Serrano, ‘‘out of his w ts,” 
had besought the President to at- 
tempt to overthrow the législative 

wer just before the opening of 
ongress. 

He said that he remained patient 
and tolerant, trying to save the dig- 
nity of army officers under the cloud 
of suspicion, and he told of the 
progress of the conspiracy up to the 
moment of the coup. 

In conclusion, he expressed pride in 
the National Army, which he’ said 
had fulfilled its historic responsibili- 
ties.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 11:—Presi- 
dent Coolidge today challenged the 
statement ‘of the Chamber of Com- 
merce of the United States that tax 
reduction by the next Congress: 
should be at least $400,000,000, hold- 
ing that such a reduction would re- 
sult in a budget deficit. and that an 
appreciable reduction safely could be 
made only by the practice of econ- 
omy. 

Mr. Coolidge declined to indicate 
how great a reduction he thought 


ceived estimates from the Treasury 
and the Budget Bureau. - He noted 
that expenditures were mounting and 
would be greater this year. because 
of what he described as’ construc- 
tive program's ahead. Hé felt also 
that there was a chance that the rev- 
enues would not be so large this year, 
due to the fact that revéhues last 
year were swelled by ‘unusually 
heavy payments of back taxes :and 
by the. railroads in liquidating debts 


to the Government. ; 

The. President, it was ‘ehpphdslana,| 
is for tax reduction: 
those urging a large rédustion that 
in his opinion this was not possible, 
cautioned Congress to be wise in its 
expenditures and suggested that tax- 
payers exert their influence to effect

Better to Turn to Economy. 


In addition to counseling business 
organizations that it was his belief 
that the reduction could not be as 
large. as proposed by the Chamber 
of Commerce, President. Coolidge ad- 
vised them to put an end to such 
activities and turn their attention 
to influencing members of Congress 
to restrict expenditures. —~ 

Making the recent statement of the 
Chamber of Commerce the subject of 
his discussion, the President thought 
it quite natural that such organiza- 
tions should be interested in reduc- 
tion: of taxes as fast as this could 
consistently be done. He did not 
view these activities as selfish. Most 
of them. realized, he felt, that the 
cost of the war had: not been paid 
and that it was good policy to meet 
the heavy ‘ burdens incident to the 
war-as fast. as possible while pros- 
perity continued. 

Those who are urging a heavy re- 
duction, the President feels, should 
remember. that tax reductions in the 
past have been made as the result 
of economy. Most of the proposals 
to come before Congress which 
would cost the Government’ consid- 
erable sums have a great deal of 
merit, he-felt, but those ‘who foster 
them must consider ape ye ree et he 
the Government will] be called u 
to make in a pati tn way. ne 
proposals’ for permanent improve- 
ments, the President believes, must 
be met, but all cannot be. approves 
in the next. session a“ re) the 
necessary things can be handled if 
there is to be reduction.

Young Kollman, who lives at 753 
East Fifty-first Street, rushed to a 
little peninsula of sand jutiing into 
the water and tried bravely to’reaca 
his friend’s feet. He, too, began slip- 
ping. The sand sticked him down. 
inches at a time, while the five who 
were left shouted furiously for hep. 

A gang of workmen, employed by 
the contracting — a4 noticed the 
boys’ plight and called for an ambu- 
lance and the rescue squad. When 
the police had -ecovered Haber's 
body they worked with a pulmotor, 
Lut it was useless. The Kollman boy 
was treated for shock by Dr. Levine 
of tae Brownsville and East New 
York Hospital and was sent. home.

_ Court-Martial Was Held. 


TO MAKE DEFENSE 


Shooting of General and 13 Others 
at Dining Table Declared-the 
Cause of Revolt at Capital. 


- Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 11.—The kill- 
ing of General Francisco Serrano, 
candidate for President of Mexico, 
and thirteen others by Federal troops 
was said in a private letter received 
here today, to be one of the most re- 
volting incidents in the history of 
that country. 

The letter, which came in code, was 
written by a prominent citizen of 
Mexico City, a friend of General 
Serrano. It was addressed to a 
woman who turned it over to the per- 
son for whom it was intended. 

General Serrano, according to the 
letter, was on his farm near Cuerne- 
vaca and was at luncheon when his 
home was invaded. He was not per- 
mitted a word in his defense and was 
killed before he could rise from the 
table. 

There were six wounds in his hips 
and abdomen, showing, said the 
writer, that the story broadcast that 
he was court-martialed and execu- 
ted by a firing squad was false. Had 
he been executed, the writer. pointed 


out, the bullets would have entered 
the chest. 

The fact that eight of the thirteen 
persons with Serrano at the time 
were civilians in no way connected 
with the military arm of the Govern- 
ment was cited as indirect violation 
of the Mexican Constitution of 1917 
which provided that ‘‘when a private 
citizen is involved in a transgression 
of military orders, the corresponding 
civil authority will take charge of the 
case.’’ 


Denies Holding of Court-Martial. 


The story of the killing of General 
Serrano and his companions, as told 
in the letter, was as follows: 

“Serrano and thirteen friends went 

to his farm near Cuernavaca, called 
‘La Chichara,’ about forty miles 
from Mexico City, on Saturday morn- 
ing, Oct. 1, to spend the week-end. 
On the following day, while seated 
in the dining room at lunch, the 
house was suddenly invaded by a 
squad of Federal soldiers of Gener- 
al Juan Dominguez’s command, who, 
without any warning whatsoever, 
opened fire on them and shot to 
death all present. 
“The statement by Calles on the 
following Tuesday that Serrano and 
his companions had been detected in 
participating in the military — 
ing that meanwhile had taken place, 
led by the Federal garrison com- 
mander, General Hector Almada, 
and had, in consequence, been tried 
oy a summary court-martial, con- 
victed and executed, was but a tissue 
of stupid falsehood, designed to 
screen the horrible spectacle from 
the critical eye of the American 
public. 


Says Serrano Death Caused Revolt. 


“Serrano was murdered on Sunday 
afternoon, fourteen hours before Al- 
mada determined to revolt, early on 
Monday morning. His friends were 
killed in order that they might not 
later be witnesses against those re- 
F) olepet-ste) 

“Furthermore, Almada _ revolted 
expressly because of the perpetration 
of this crime, telling a friend that he 
could no longer serve under a Presi- 
dent who resorted to assassination 
to attain political ends, such as 
—— and Obregon had repeatedly 

one. 

“Serrano will live in the hearts of 
the Mexican people as a martyr to 
the people of anti-re-election. This 
revolution has momentum, even 
more than had those headed by Ma- 
dero and Carranza at their inception, 
and in the end they will prove suc- 
cessful.”’ 

What was interpreted in some 
quarters today as nai dis- 

osition on the part of the Mexican 

vernment to more merciful in 
its treatment of its critics was the 
news of the deportation of Felix F. 
Palavicini, former publisher and 
editor of El Universal, and Luis 
Elguero, chief editorial writer of 
Excelsior. These are the principal 
news ers of Mexico. :

They are due 
to arrive on the American side of 
the Rio Grande at Laredo, Texas, 
early tomorrow morning. 


STRIKE TERRORISM CHARGED 


Window Cleaners Accuse Rival 
Union of Employing Gangsters. 


One arrest was made in connection 
with the window cleaners’ strike yes- 
terday, and in that case the defen- 
dant was discharged by Magistrate 
John V. Flood on a charge of dis- 
orderly conduct. The man arrested 
was Michael Harris of 4383 West 
Thirty-eighth Street, a striker, and 
the complainant was Harry Roth- 
stein of 65 Seaman Street, an em- 
ployer. 

The incident was the basis for a 
statement by officials of the striking 
union, who called it a case of ter- 
rorism by the employers. They said: 

*‘We publicly charge Murray Tay- 
lor of the company union with em- 
ploying gangsters to terrorize our 
workers. Taylor, in company with a 
Mr. Rothstein of the Metropolitan 
Window Cleaning Company, together 
with a group of paid guerillas, at- 
tacked Mike Harris, one of our strik- 


ers. Harris defended himself as best 
he could.’”’ 

The ‘union said yesterday that 1,000 
men were on strike and that seventy- 
five new members were enrolled in 
the union at a meeting at the Man- 
hattan Labor Lyceum in the after- 
noon. Officials of the rival union, 
called the — grad union”? by the 
strikers, asserted that all their mem- 
bers were at work and that they 
were steadily enlisting new members 
from the ranks of the strikers.

the rumors of treason concerning cer- 
tain military men, rumors to which 
newspaper men, then interviewing 
me, referred. 

“I added, in order to establish self 
confidenee among commanders vho 
might have been considering rebel- 
ing and those who might feel unsafe 
because their conscience was accus- 
ing them, that I as President of Mex- 
ico had bound myself as the guar- 
antor of all army commanders, even 
those who most constantly and un- 
justifiably were offended with public 
suspicion. 

“‘As a further demonstration of my 
purpose to safeguard the military 
decorum of those presently —— 
the revolt which has failed I di 
not take steps to deprive of their 


authority the commanders who since 
then were pledged to the rebellion. 


Patience Toward Commanders. 


It was very easy for the Executive 
to modify the composition of the 
Mexico City Garrison, but I allowed 
the doubtful elements to keep com- 
mand of the troops and control of 
operations until the day of their 
treason, and though the whole city 
and I myself knew the exact plan, 
which failed to make the coup on 
Sept. 15 and later on the 27th of the 
same month, that being the second 
date fixed for the suspicious military 
manoeuvres which occurred under 
the command of the then misfeasor 
and the now rebel, Hector Almada, 
I did not wish to provoke by my 
absence any doubt toward the mem- 
bers of the army, whose dignity I 
was eager to save. 


Disclosures in Hour of Coup. 


“A few hours before Almada and 
his followers rose to rebellion he 
tried to obtain in personal conference 
with me the certainty of my personal 
attendance at other military manoeu- 
vres to be held on the night of the 
2d of October, the same night on 
which from the military camp for 
manoeuvres Almada took the field 
with what troops he could deceive 
and induce to enter his rebellious 
adventure. 

‘Trrefutable proof of the existence 
of the previous plan was simultaneous 
with the uprising of former General 
Arnulfo Gomez in Perote with two 
cavalry units and the flight from 
Mexico City of Serrano and Gomez 
with a good number of their fol- 
lowers. 

‘There is also the fact that Almada 
headed directly to Perote, which was 
the concentration camp agreed upon, 
and when even the Government had 
no news of the exact location of Go- 
mez; also the simultaneous uprising 
of the Sixteenth Battalion in the City 
of Torreon, which previously was un- 
der the orders of mez; also other 
attempts in the republic a ooo 
of Serrano and Gomez inviting mili- 
tary forces. to treason. 

‘“‘The complete failure of the revolt 
was due to the high sense of honor 
of the National Army in which I re- 
posed full confidence, even to the 
extent of binding myself before the 
country and the world, as the guar- 
antor of Mexican troops. 


Declares Rebels Bereft of Ideals. 

“A very important fact that kept 
the army from following the rebel 
plans and also kept the country heed- 
less of the constant seditious invita- 
tions was the absolute lack of ideals 
of the social order in the personal 


aims and ambitions of the rebels, 
who did not offer to the people any- 
thing advantageous to the economic 
or social order, advantages that with 
full honesty and energy this Govern- 
ment has sought. 

“With the complete defeat, dis- 
persal and surrender of the majority 
of the components of the principal 
unit commanded bv Gomez and Al- 
mada, it was a never serious prob- 
lem of a political order—the rebellion 
as a problem of the military order is 
finished. All that is pending is the 
prosecution of rebel groups of no im-

‘“‘With the foregoing I think I have 
plainly established the true facts, 
showing that there was not on the 
part of the Government any — * 
or — on — anybody, but 
rather an excessive trust that led 
toward what would have been a 
grave and immediate — for Gov- 
ernment institutions at Mexico City, 
and also that we were moved by our 
wish to make every effort ible 
to save the honor of those who now 
are military traitors. 

‘“‘We are satisfied with and proud 
of the National Army as an institu- 
tion that has understood and ful- 
filled its duties as well as its histori- 
cal responsibilities.’’

Gomez Pursued in the Hills.

MEXICO CITY, Oct. 11.—Mexico 
settled down again to business as 
usual today after the shortest and 
most promptly suppressed revolution 
the country has ever known. Fed- 
eral forces in the mountainous region 
of Perote, in the State of Vera Cruz, 
continue to pursue Generals Gomez, 
Almada and Medina and their re- 
maining handful of followers, all 
that is left of the routed rebels after 
their battle Sunday with the Federal 
forces under the command of Gen- 
eral Escobar. 

It is considered certain here that 
General Gomez and his companions 
are bending every effort to escape 


to the coast and to get away in a 
fishing vessel in the hope of ulti- 
mately reaching a foreign country. 
General Alvarez, Calles’s Chief of 
Staff, said, however, that he believed 
Gomez would continue to hide in the 
mountains rather than attempt to es- 
cape to the seacoast.

Ugarte Accuses Calles, Obre- 
gon and Morones of Scheme to 
Alternate in Presidency. 


CHARGES REIGN OF TERROR 


Fears Spread of Communism to 


Central America and Here—Border 
Rebels Deny Gomez Defeat. 


Special to The New York Times, 

SAN ANTONIO, Texas, Oct. 11.— 
Gerzayn Ugarte, former Senator of 
Mexico and fo-mer Minister to Co- 
lombia and now the personal repre- 
sentative here of the rebel movement 
under General Arnulfo Gomez, today 
charged the present Government of 
Mexico with being Communist, and 
declared that the continuance of 
President Plutarco Elias Calles in 
power would mean that the com- 
munistic movement would continue 
to dominate Mexico and Central 
America and finally spread into the 
United States. 

In a _ statement elaborating his 
charges of communism in Mexico, 
Sefior Ugarte said: 

‘We have known in Mexico for a 
long time that there existed agree- 
ments between Plutarco Elias Calles, 
former President Alvaro Obregon 
and Luis Morones, the Minister of 
Industry, Commerce and _ Labor. 
These agreements provide that Calles 
and Obregon shall succeed each 
other in power and that later when 
either Obregon or Calles through 
physical incapacity is unable to ful- 
fill the Presidential duties, Morones 
will be selected. 

“One of the conditions of the 
agreement was that Morones, in re- 
turn for his help in the elections, 
would get a free hand in his up- 
building of a political labor machine, 
organizing the workers into a com- 
munistic military body and substitut- 
ing the labér or Red battalions for 
the present Federal Army. 

‘“‘At the same time, Morones would 
have the support of the present and 
future Governments of Mexico. to 
extend the communistic labor move- 
ment throughout Central America, 
using representatives of the Crom 
{the Regional Confederation of La- 
bor] attached to Mexican Legations 


and Consulates, principally in the 
bac olitical da of f. 

‘‘The political propaganda of former 
President Obregon as candidate for 
the Presidency has been exclusively 
based on offers to the laborers and 
Indians promising a division of lands 
in spite of the protests of the legal 
owners. In other words Obregon is 
—— the implantation of com- 
munism in all parts of the Mexican 
Republic. 

“If Calles continues in wer at 
the head of the Government of Mex- 
ico and if Obregon succeeds him, 
Communism will develop to such an 
extent that Morones’s dream of a 
complete Communistic-Indian dom- 
ination of Central America will be- 
come a fact and then the American 
people will feel the effects of Mexican 
Communism.”’

Business Agent Says injunction

“ In defiance of an order issued by 
Mayor Frank Hague of Jersey City 
last week, the Hudson County Taxi 
Owners Association yesterday locked 
out 350 drivers as a result of the 
refusal of the men to accept a reduc- 
tion in wages. No attempt to employ 
strike-breakers was made. 

The lockout followed a series of 
conferences in Mayor Hague’s office, 
attended by committees of the. own- 
ers and the drivers. The drivers’ 
committee was against any conces- 
sion, arguing that. the men were 
working at a daily wage of $4.14 
under an agreement which will not 
expire until March, 1929. The .own- 
ers said they were losing money 
under the agreement and were 
threatened with bankruptcy, The 
union delégates denounced this state- 
ment as false and named several in- 
dependent companies, smaller than 
any in “the Big Eight,’”’ and said 
they were paying daily wages higher 
than the union scale. One company, 
it was said, paid its drivers $5 a day 


and earned a substantial profit on 
its investment. 

Edw. Levy, business agent of 
the drivers’ local, said last night that. 
in view of the alleged violation of 
the contract by the eg oy ers, the 
local today would apply to the Court 
of Chancery for injunctive relief. 

The drivers several weeks ago re- 
ceived an ultimatum that unless they 
accepted a reduction from the pres- 
ent $4.14 a day to $3 and 35 per cent.

Henry Sterne’s Will Provides 
Institations Dividing Estate Mast 
Collect Fees From Doctors. 





Hospitals and other public insti- 
tutions, provided they accept the 
conditions laid down, will eventually 
receive the bulk of the estate of 
Henry Sterne, formerly known as 
Jacob Stern, who died Oct. 2, under 
the terms of his will filed for probate 
yesterday in the Surrogates’ Court.

SEES NEW BOND OF AMITY 





Asserts No Better Envoys for Peace 
Ever Were Sent by This Country 
Than Legionaires. 


Edward E. Spafford, New York 
lawyer and former. navy officer, who 
was elected National Commander of 
the American Legion at the Paris 
convention, returned yesterday on 
the Carmania at the head of a boat- 
load of 1,300 Legion members and 
their families. 

The Legionaires received a warm 
welcome in the harbor and at the 
dock. The municipal tugboat Macom 
went down the bay. to meet the Car- 
mania at Quarantine with represen- 
tatives of the Mayor’s Committee of 
Welcome and the New York State 
and County Legion Committees 
aboard. The Fire Department Band 
of forty pieces on the Macom sere- 
naded the home-comers with ‘‘Made- 
moiselle From Armentiéres,’’ ‘“Home, 
Sweet Home’”’ and “The Star-Span- 
gled Banner,’’ whereupon the Car- 
mania band replied with ‘‘The Na- 
tional Emblem’’ march., 

Grover A. Whalen, Chairman of 
the Mayor’s committee; Major Will- 
iam F. Deagan, former State Com- 
mander of the Legion; Robert Pater- 
son, former County Commander; 
Thomas Malone of the Mayor’s com- 
mittee, and other members of the 
reception committee went aboard 
the Carmania from the Macom to 
welcome Commander Spafford offi- 
cially. They found him on the boat 


deck, surrounded by photographers 
and reporters. 


To Sift Profiteering Charge. 


Commander Spafford replied read- 
ily to questions dealing with charges 
made by some of the Legionaires 
who had already returned. If there 
was any profiteering in hotel rates or 
otherwise at the expense of some of 
the Legionaires, he said, he will do 
his be8t to find out the truth. He 
said that the convention had adopted 
a resolution appointing a committee 
of nine to investigate all complaints. 
and that nothing would be ‘‘covered 
up.’’ 

“I know of nothing derogatory to 
anybody at present,’’ he said, ‘“‘but 
in.a great movement of this kind 
certain things are bound to happen.” 
He said he intended to establish a 
bureau of ‘claims at ‘national head- 
quarters of the Legion, and that he 
would personally see that all claims 


were investigated, and that proper 
adjustments were made. 


Denies Extra Tariff Was Added. 


Commander Spafford emphatically 
denied that an extra tariff was added 
to the hofel bills by the Legion to 


spend for the entertainment of the 
higher Legion officials at the expense 
of the rank and file. 

“T’m positive that there was no en- 
tertainment paid for by the Legion 
in Paris for its high officials,’’. he ex- 
plained, ‘‘because the people of Paris 
were so hospitable that we did not 
have time to attend all of the func- 
tions they, held. There was no neces- 
sity for the Legion itself entertaining 
its officiauls.’’ 

He said that the question of the 
war debts was mentioned to him onl 
once in Paris. It had impressed him 
strongly, he went on, that wherever 
the Legionaires went, in Paris or in 
the provinces, the French tactfully 
refrained fram discussing the debt 
controversy. :

‘“‘The members of our force, almost 
without exception, visited the’ ceme- 
teries where lie our dead, and there, 
not only in their own name but in 
the name of our great American Re- 
pabite, paid tribute to the heroic 
eeds performed upon the soil of 
France by our soldiers in the late 
war. 

“It had been freely predicted that 
the Legionaires would misbehave, 
and that it was a dangerous thing 
to hold the ninth annual convention 
of the American Legion in Paris. 
These men did not fail you in 1917 
and 1918; nor did they fail you in 
1927. I did not see one instance of 
intoxication while in Paris. No bet- 
ter ambassadors for peace ever have 
been sent from one country to an- 
other. 

“On the afternoon of the 19th of 
September, as your Legion marched 
down the Champs d’Elysée and the 
boulevards of Paris, they received a 
tremendous ovation from the people 
of France. The tears of the women 
still wearing black, the kisses of the 
children and the cheers of the men 
have left an impression upon every

DRY WHISTLING. 


Since the lapse of the great Mer- 
edith movement and the malignant 
disposition of Democrats of the 
Mountain States at their recent con- 
ference in Ogden, too little has been 
heard of the Democratic Dry die- 
hards. It is good to learn of them 
again. Dr. SCOTT McBRIE, Super- 
intendent of the Anti-Saloon League, 
began a tremendous campaign in 
North Carolina against Governor 
SMITH. The doubtless deadly results 
haven’t been reported. Perhaps an 
echo of them may be caught in The 
Charlotte Observer, which renews its 
prophecy and threat of some months 
ago. In the event of SMITH’s nomi- 
nation North Carolina “would be a 
“ bolted State—and for the first time 
“ since Reconstruction days.” Sena- 
tor SIMMONS has added a number 
of other Southern States to the 
irreconcilables. 

These vaticinations have produced 
as much conviction as they were ut- 
tered with. So a new phantasy is 
staged. The producer is that stanch 
Democratic organ, The Christian 
Science Monitor. A lot of Demo- 
cratic Senators and Representatives 
who expect to be candidates for re- 
election in 1928 are shaking in their 
shoes.. Most of the alarmed Sena- 
tors are Drys from the West. Even 
some Southern Representatives trem- 
ble. Senator Dit of Washington 
and Representative Davey of Ohio, 
who affect to believe that all is lost 
if SmirH is nominated, reflect, we 
are told, the views of “countless 
colleagues in Congress.” So Con- 
gress is immense, like the in- 
fluence of these two statesmen. . One 
of the imperiled patriots is Senator 
WHEELER of Montana, which last 
Fall deliberately and shamefully 
“ nullified” the Constitution. An- 
other is Senator PITTMAN of Nevada. 
Has Nevada any State liquor law? 

But we needn’t delve into the curi- 
osities of “ politically Dry” States. 
The awful thought to ponder is that 
certain Democratic Congressmen ure 
supposed to be eager to choke the 
Democratic Party’s hope of success 
for the sake of saving their own 
bacon., And so, in the tale, the na- 
tional Democracy is to he sacrificed 
to parochial ambitions. If the tale 
were true, what a.noble light it 
would throw upon the motives.-of 
the persons who are about ‘to 
“launch” a national campaign 
against SMITH! ‘‘obody will accuse 
Congressmen of an insufficient in- 
stinct for self-preservation. Exces- 
sive activity in opposing what seems 
to be the major Democratic opinion, 
even in some of the Western States 
whose Senators are described by the 
myth-makers as obsessed by fear, 
hardly looks sagacious.

BUREAUCRATIC PRETENSIONS. 

The Lord Chief Justice of England 
has reprinted ‘at‘heme a part of the 
address which he gave before the 
meeting of the. American Bar Asso- 
ciation at Buffalo. It seems to have 
attracted ‘more attention in ‘Eng- 
land than here, although Lord 
HEWART reported that his words 
seemed to “ touch a responsive chord 
in the United States.” We should 
hope so, for though England has 
probably gone further than our own 
country in setting up a rule by 
bureaucrats, we have gone far 
enough to be alive to the peril of 
which the Lord Chief Justice spoke 
when he said: ... 

The name self-government would 
be a mockery, and an irritating 
mockery, if it should come to mean 
government by a vast army of 
anonymous officials, hidden from 
view but placed above the law, and 
administering a topsy-turvy system 
whereby the servants of the public 
had made themselves its master. 

What he referred to, of course, is 

the tendency to establish something 
like the “ droit administratif ” of the 
Continent of Europe.’ That refers to 
Government. departments the deci- 
sion of certain questions that go to 
the rights of the citizen. These de- 
cisions are by statute declared to be 
binding upon all parties without ref- 
erence ‘to a court of law. There is 
also the practice of allowing admin- 
istrative bodies created by special 
acts to make rules and regulations 
which have, in effect, the force of 
law. This is bureaucracy doing its 
perfect work. At the same time that 
it abridges what were once thought 
to be the liberties and privileges of 
citizens, it lays additional burdens 
upon‘them in order to meet the ex- 
pense of this expanding system of 
controlling private conduct. It used 
to be said that every German work- 
ingman, under the régime of impe- 
rialism, carried a soldier upon his 
back. We don’t carry soldiers, but 
each one of us carries one or more 
inspectors, which comes very much 
to the same thing. 

It should not escape notice that it 
is essentially a bureaucratic proce- 
dure thatthe Supreme Court of the 
United States has now brought to an 
end by its decisions in the matter of 
the naval oil leases. They were de- 
vised in Government bureaus and 
the attempt was made to carry them 
out administratively. But when the 
case was finally got before the 
Judges, they held that the original 
transfer of the oil lands was made 
without warrant of law. This was 
alone enough to vitiate it, without 
any of the attending circumstances 
smelling of malfeasance and corrup- 
tion in office. Here was at least one 
great bureaucratic pretension that 
was brought to the ground when at 
last pierced by the spear of the law. 


PROGRESS WITH GRADE 
CROSSINGS. 


Governor SMITH’s satisfaction 
with the outcome of the conference 
at Albany on the abolition of grade 
crossings will be shared by the 
whole State. Difficult as it is for 
the railroads to undertake expensive 
construction work, their officials 
realize that the public safety. de- 
mands that dangerous crossings be 
eliminated. Incidentally, they know 
that once this is done the companies 
will no longer be vexed by the suits 
that inevitably follow accidents to 
people going over the tracks. It 
was agreed .to proceed with work 
estimated to cost about $130,000,000, 
affecting 276 crossings. Minor dif- 
ferences of opinion were expressed 
about the advisability of substitut- 
ing certain up-State crossings for 
others now on the doomed list. This 
is a problem to be settled after a 
careful ‘examination by the engi- 
neers. The only serious protest came 
from the Staten Island Railroad, 
owing presumably to the heavy cost 
of the work to be done there. 

In order to speed up some of the 
work, an amendment to the State 
Constitution has been proposed au- 
thorizing the counties rather than 
the villages to raise part of the 
money needed. Under the present 
arrangement the railroad company 
pays 50 per cent. of the cost and the 
State and towns 25 per cent. each. 
In order to relieve the railroad com- 
panies of unnecessary burdens, they 
are entitled to borrow from the 
State. Some have elected to avail 
themselves of this opportunity. 
Others will raise their own funds. 

Within the last few years many 
crossings have been got rid of 
throughout the State. The Long 
Island Railroad has done away with 
most of the worst ones on the main 
line. At Valley Stream and Lyn- 
brook several dangerous ones still 
remain. Presumably these will be 
eliminated soon. In _ Westchester 
work ‘estimated to cost more than 
$7,000,000:..will be done during the 
coming year. 

It is to be hoped that pending 
the completion of this program 
better warning devices will be used 
at dangerous crossings. Too little 
attention has been paid to the 
problem of placing signals far 
enough from the line to permit cars 
traveling fast to stop easily. In the 
old days of horses and buggies the 
bell by the track was sufficient... To- 
day even lights at the crossings are 
often not visible more than a short 





distance. The ordinary caution signs 
at a distance are rarely compelling |

THE SENATORIAL BALKANS. 


It may surprise Eastern Repub- 
licans to read of the opposition of 
the Senate ‘Progressives’’ to the 
candidacies of HOOVER, LOWDEN’ ‘and 
DAWES. In politics situations change 
rapidly, and this one may in the next 
eight months.. But what seem to 
Eastern Republicans forward-look- 
ing candidates from the West appear 
to Senator Norris and his followers 
conservatives of the .deepest dye. 
They object to Mr. DAWES because 
he is a big city banker; he is pro- 
Wilson and almost pro-League; and 
he has tried to reform the Senate 
rules. They object to Mr. LOWDEN 
because he is rich; because some of 
his followers spent too much money 
for delegates in 1920; but chiefly 
because he is sympathetic with the 
League of Nations. They object to 
Mr. Hoover because of his known 
belief that WASHINGTON’sS Farewell 
Address in 1796 may not be the 
horn-book of American diplomacy 
forever, and they also object to 
him because, as far as one can dis- 
cern, he is HERBERT HOOVER. 

Thus, these three, over whom many 
Republicans of the Hast would pre- 
fer the President, Mr. HUGHES or 
Mr. MELLON, are unacceptable to 
those Senators who—with the excep- 
tion of Mr.. BorAn—either directly 
or indirectly aided Senator LA FoL- 
LETTE’S Third Ticket, and who hold 
the balance of power in the Senate. 
Elected as Republicans, they never- 
theless reserve.the right to partici- 
pate in and then oppose the Senate 
organization and to harass the Ad- 
ministration generally. They are 
mostly men of ability and courage, 
and, as in the case of Mr. NORRIS, 
they have the enrolled Republicans 
of their States behind them. They 
are heretics on the tariff; they are 
mostly zealots on the dry issue; and 
they firmly believe that the Eastern 
and Northern wings of their party 
seek to run the country in the inter- 
est of the prosperous against the 
worker in the city and the agricul- 
turist on the farm. And, in addition 
to Presidential candidates, they are 
now talking about a “legislative 
program.” Their protracted meeting 
in Washington, opposed to any 
“ drafting’ of the President and op- 
posed to the Republican candidates 
in the field, must give serious 
thought to Chairman BUTLER and his 
associates. If the Democrats should 
achieve harmony and a strong nomi- 
nation, these Republican ‘dissenters 
—with the exception of Senator 
BORAH, who always returns to the 
party fold—might decide the Presi- 
dential election. Much depends on 
what they can get out of Congress 
at the forthcoming session. 


TIME FOR CONFERENCE. 


PETER STUYVESANT once had a sub- 
ordinate removed for calling him a 
“ scoundrel, murderer, tyrant, hound 
and baby.” Epithets only slightly 
less robust have, unfortunately, 
sometimes crept even into the paler 
municipal politics of a. later day. 
They should have no part in the 
sober discussion of a serious munic- 
ipal problem like rapid transit, and 
it is to be regretted that: parties to 
the present controversy should have 
had such frequent recourse to their 
use. We have had too much talk 
of “ swindlers”’ and “ Shylocks,” too 
many insinuations of improper mo- 
tives. Recrimination is an easy habit 
to acquire, but it might just as 
easily prove fatal to the city’s hopes 
for relief.. Judge OLVANY took the 
common sense view when he re- 
marked the other day that the wise 
thing to do would be to sit down 
around a table and “take the best 
parts of all plans” and “do what is 
“in the best interest of the people 
“of the city.” 

There are some other signs of a 
more tolerant spirit. Controller 
BERRY, anxious that the Smith re- 
port shall give no possible cause for 
offense, intends to delete the ref- 
erence to the Hylan five-cent fare 
as responsible.for the Malbone Street 
disaster. Mr. UNTERMYER might gen- 
erously counter. by offering to ex- 
punge from the record his remarks 
about “ Smith-traction company 
juggiery.” He has already relented 
somewhat as regards the surface 
lines, holding out hopes, rather 
tenuous perhaps, that they may. ulti- 
mately be brought into the fold. And 
he ig entirely willing to listen to 
anybody who can propose a better 
scheme for a Board of Control than 
that which he advanced in his report 
to the Transit Commission. Nobody 
is the sole fount of all wisdom on 
such a complicated subject as tran- 
sit in New York City.. It needs all 
the special knowledge and skill’ and 
good-will that can be commanded. 

One rumor has it that the Transit 
Commission ‘will submit two’ plans, 
and leave the city authorities to 
choose between them. That would 
‘be a counsel of despair, and there is 
no reason to believe that the com- 
mission contemplates any such abdi- 
cation of its functions. It could 
hardly turn. back, having once .set 
its hand to the plow. The commis- 
sion is entitled to full public support 
in its painstaking efforts to solve a a

Rerelection yesterday of Mr. Cos- 
GRAVE as President of the Irish Free} 
State Executive Council, by a vote 
of 76 to 70 in the Dail, would appear 
metely to ‘prolong, without solving, 
the Irish deadlock. The recent ap- 
peal to the people in a general elec- 
tion was inconclusive. The Govern- 
mént gained ‘a few seats, but it is 
only by the adhesion of the Farmer 
members that it has any majority at 
all. There has been talk of a Coali- 
tion Government, but the coalition 
against the Government seems just 
how to be too strong to be broken 
up. Tt is one of the disadvantages of 
the system of proportional represen- 
tation adopted by the Free State that 
@ clear-cut decision between the two 
major parties could not. be had at 
the. ‘polls. With at least five 
“ groups ” in the Irish Parliament, it 
is impossible for any one of them, or 
for a probable combination of two or 
more, to assert that it has a positive 
mandate from the electors. This 
condition of seeming impotence has 
had its effect across the northern 
border, In. Ulster. there is a move- 
ment to get rid of proportional rep- 
resentation, lest it bring about there 
what it is at least partly responsible 
for in Southern Ireland. 

Doubtless President CosGRAVE will 
be able to remain in power for a 
few months, provided he does not at- 
tempt any large measures of conten- 
tious legislation. A public loan is to 
be floated, but the need of this is 
apparently agreed to by all parties. 
It is probable that the Government 
will.endeavor.to pursue the course 
which it has been following—work- 
ing for reduced expenses and lower 
taxes, keeping the small army un- 
der good discipline, going ahead with 
public improvements like the use of 
the Shannon for the development of 
hydroelectric power, maintaining or- 
der at all costs. But the longer out- 
look for Mr. COSGRAVE is not flatter- 
ing. Nor would it for Mr. DE VALERA, 
if the whirligig of politics should 
presently call upon him to try his 
hand at governing the Free State. 
In some way there must be a meet- 
ing of minds between the Irish lead- 
ers and an appeasement of party 
animosities before self-government 
in Ireland can run and be glorified.

LITERARY EXPERIMENTING. 


Speeches about the successors of 
the Victorians have carried a pes- 
simistic, note in London recently. 
Art and literature were under dis- 
cussion by the President of the 
Royal Academy and Mr. HILAIRE 
BELLOC. The toastmaster had said 
that the longer he lived the more 
he revered and admired ‘‘ the splen- 
“did achievements of the Victorian 
“era.” The response for art was 
full of praise for TURNER, WATTS, 
BURNE-JONES and others, but full of 
doubt about present-day artists. It 
was evident the speakers would not 
have felt so downcast about their 
work if only they showed a proper 
appreciation of their betters. . 

Mr. BELLOC was also dubious. 
The great Victorian era is not being 
followed by a period of fine creative 
work, but by scorn of what is su- 
perior to the present product, and 
by confusion. He feels that stand- 
ards are lacking—not necessarily 
high standards but any kind at all. 
People do not seem to him to recog- 
nize what is first class, what second, 
what third, and so on. A. kind of 
blind faith sustains him, neverthe- 
less, that English literature will -re- 
vive. But don’t ask him how. 

Grading: books in such nice classi- 
fications is a ‘job for an expert. 
Cértainly the public’s judgment is 
easily discovered to be faulty. Very 
few first-rate books appear in the 
lists of best sellers. The experts 
themselves are not unanimous in 
their selection of either best sellegs 
or first-rate books. How, then, can 
they be expected to indicate lesser 
values? There is so much experi- 
mentation going on, not only in art 
and . literature but in music and 
drama, that it is not surprising if 
readers and writers get into a state 
of confusion. Some of the results 
of what appears to be a trial-and- 
error method are beautiful and mov- 
ing. Others are simply dreadful. 
If the artists in all lines who by good 
luck occasionally stir our hearts will 
now discover and reveal how they 
do it, the revival Mr. BELLOC be- 
lieves in may yet come. 


WORK FOR THE MIDDLE-AGED. 


Why discrimination should be 
practiced by American employers 
against men well on in years is a 
thing which many find it hard to 
understand.

Particularly is this true 
in the field of salesmanship, where 
initiative, alertness and hard leg- 
work count for so much. But this 
only means that the wise employer 
will know how to mobilize his young 
men for first-line service and the 
older men for the less strenuous but 
equally important duties of the sec- 
ond line and behind the lines. Ger- 
many came very near winning the 
World War and succeeded in pro- 
longing it beyond expectations by 
precisely such use of her middle- 
aged reserves.

One of his services was the ‘appli- 
cation of his entomological knowl- 
edge to the relief of those engaged 
in trench warfare and pestered by 
insects—‘‘the minor horrors of the 
war.”’ He also worked for the relief 
of the maimed, to whose shelter and 
treatment he converted the lodge of 
Christ’s College, Cambridge. Like 
Pasteur, Sir ArTHuR banished certain 
parasites harmful to cattle and birds. 
There is also a book of his on ‘‘Pearls 
and Parasites,’’ which suggests an- 
other field of his scientific interest. 

It was his genial personality, with 
which many Americans became ac- 
quainted when he visited the United 
States during the war, and his un- 
academic approach to the concerns 
of human beings, that not only ‘‘put a 
new equivalent for ‘don’ into the pri- 
vate dictionaries’? of Englishmen, 
but drew Americans who met him 
into.a-deeper regard for the people 
whom he represented. He had the 
happy faculty of being able to speak 
in the idiom of the man of the street 
out of the mind of an academician.

As a definite illustration: Transfers from 
the subway to the elevated uptown and from 
the elevated.to the subway downtown com- 
prise the bulk of the traffic. By keeping to 
the left these transfers are effected by 
walking in a straight line. By keeping to 


the right, persons transferring must walk 
diagonally across a lane mechanically nat- 
ural for them.- Furthermore, they must cross 
the paths of persons otherwise bound.

To sell oysters today they must all. 
be traced to their point of origin. 
Great care is taken in selecting oys- 
ter farms, where the bottom is pre- 
pared with old oyster shells on which 
the spawn wiil settle. 

After the ‘‘set’’ is obtained and the 
oysters have grown for a year, they. 
are taken up, broken apart from tha 
clusters and taken to a new home’ 
which scientific investigation has 
shown to be best fitted for their 
second year’s growth. At the end 5f 
this second year the process is re- 
peated, and by the time the oyster | 
reaches the market it has been 
moved three or four times. 

Just as Burbank increased ihe 
quantity and quality of. various 
fruits, so do scientific methods im- 
prove the quantity and quality of 
oysters. When you buy oysters today, 
mo matter when or where, you can 
re-t assured that they have the ap- 
proval of Uncle Sam, just the same as 
the meat you buy. . 

Some of the leading food experts o? 
the United States, on a trip recently 
studying oysters, were amazed at the 
outlay of money in equipment. Mod- 
ern plants with cement floors, 
cemented tables with rounded sani- 
tary corners, cold water and scald- 
ing water at every shucker’s position, 
automatic removal of shells, bins 
overhead lined with monel metal, 
from which oysters drop automati- 
cally as needed to each shucker’s 
position, &c. 

These oysters are then taken to a 
vat and placed in water with air bub- 
bling from the bottom for a few 
minutes. The law allows this to be 
done for three minutes only. This 
frees the oyster from particles of 
shell which may have clung to it. 
Oysters are then placed on a drain- 
ing table where all liquor drains 
away. 

Of the entire fish and sea-food 
family there is none richer in vita- 
mins than the oyster. United States 
Government workers have discovered 
that one pound of oysters will furnish 
7 per cent. of the energy a man needs 
daily, 25 per cent. of the protein, 35 
per cent. of the calcium, 53 per cent. 
of the phosphorus, and 136 per cent. 
of the iodine. Government tests have 
also shown that raw oysters contain 
an abundance of Vitamine C, an es- 
sential element for people living in 
cities. 

Recent investigation by the Bureau 
of Fisheries discloses that oysters 
contain about 200 times as much io- 
dine as milk, eggs or beefsteak. By 
the frequent us> of oysters the 
proper amount of iodine can be put 
into the daily diet, a subject of spe- 
cial interest to persons planning the 


diet of young pet people living in dia- 
tricts whe isorders of the thyroid 
gland are common. Oysters are re- 
markable among ordinary food sub- 
stitutes in their high proportion of 
glycogen, a substance resembling 
starch, but more rapidly and easily 
assimilated. 

It can be said that oysters today 
are more sanitary and better then 
ever, and that there is at least as 
sufficient guarantee of their whole- 
someness as there is of milk, straw- 
berries, lettuce, celery and other 
foods not: usually cooked for con-

Composers May elect to use the 
sketches which Schubert himself 
wrote for a third movement of the B 
minor symphony, It has been gener- 
ally assumed that these sketches 
were limited to nine bars; but Schu- 
bert wrote 130 bars, including a trio, 
thus providing an outline for a com- 
plete scherzo. We have republished’ 
these sketches in full and have made. 
them available to contestants. 

To the international jury of eleven! 
eminent musicians we have delegated 
unrestricted authority to determine 
the relevancy of prize-winning works 
to the B minor symphony. They 
alone will adjudicate the issue, and 
the international winner will not be 
proposed as a continuation unless’ 
the jury so acts by a unanimous vote 
—but, in all events, the prize moneys, 
totaling $20,000, will be paid to the} 
winners, 

The hope cherished for many yearel 
that a worthy completion to the B 
minor symphony might be had is, in

(1) Aiding modern composers in an 
understanding of their heritage; (2) 
emphasizing the classical basis of 
symphonic form and encouraging 
melodic expressions; (3) the disclo- 
sure of new talent; (4) the develop- 
ment of a greater mass appreciation 
of classical works. 

The organization for this contest 
should dispel even the rumor of ir- 
reverence. In every zone there are 
artistic trustees in whom full author- 
ity for the conduct of the contest 
has been vested. These trustees are 
societies which by the weight of tra- 
dition and accomplishment are quali- 
fied to serve. Their integrity is a 
voucher of good faith and reverence, 
In Italy, for instance, it is the vener- 
able Academy of St. Cecilia, founded 
by Palestrina in 1572; in Germany it 
is the Aligemeiner Deutscher Musik 
Verein, founded by Liszt, and the 
League of German Composers, . of 
which Richard Strauss is the Presi- 
dent.

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Elevated Stairways Ample. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

Renato Crisi writes to Tus Times relative 
to the need of additional stairways leading 
to the northbound Fourteenth and Thirty- | 
fourth Street ‘stations of the Ninth Avenue 
Elevated, 

At the present time there is a 5-foot stair« 
way which has a theoretical capacity of 500 
passengers per 56-minute veriod leading from 
the sidewalk to the train level platform at 
each of these stations. A check was made 
of the traffic using these stations between 
the hours of. 4:30 and 6:30 P. M.. on the 
evening of Sept. 29. At the Fourteenth Street 
station. there was only. one 5-minute period 
in which the capacity of the stairway was 
exceeded, and that was between 5 and 
5:03 P. M., when 529 passengers escended 
and 28 passengers descended. At the Thirty< 
fourth Street station the stairway capacity, 
was not exceeded in any 5-minute period. 

With the exception of one 5-minute period, 
these inspections revealed that the existing 
stairways are ample for the present traffic. 
However, we will keep in touch with condl- | 
tions at these stations and will see that ad- 
ditional facilities are provided when traffia

Prisoner Pleads He Will Quit 
Business, but Court Accedes 
to Request for Severity. 


SOBS AS HE HEARS PENALTY 


Prosecutor Urges Action as Warning 
to Ticket Men That. Gouging of 
Public Must Be Stopped. 


Jack Levy, owner and manager. of 
the Premier Theatre Ticket Com- 
pany, at 1,539 Broadway, was sen- 
tenced yesterday by Federal Judge 
Henry W. Goddard to eight months 
in the Westchester County peniten- 
tiary at Eastview and fined $5,000 
for violations of the Ticket ‘Tax law 
to which he ‘had. pleaded guilty in 
July. Sentence, which had been de- 
ferred, was imposed because. Levy 
violated an agreement with United 
States Attorney Tuttle and the Court 
that he would not again sell any 
ticket for more than 50 cents above 
the’ price: printed’ on it. He after- 
ward sold several $5:50 world series 
baseball tickets for $15 each. 

Representatives of a number of 
other ticket agencies were in the 
courtroom when Mr. Tuttle, in ask- 
ing that sentence be imposed ‘‘forth- 
with,’”’ told Judge Goddard that Levy 
had done ‘‘what is now all too com- 
mon along Broadway” in stamping 
his tickets, as required by law, with 
a stamp that was illegible and dis- 
closed neither the price demanded 
nor the name of the agent who re- 
sold the tickets. 


Tuttle Pleads for Severity. 


“The regular theatre ticket. agents 
make so much monev in this busi- 
ness,“ Mr. Tuttle continued, ‘‘that 
the fly-by-night is always tempted to 
get in the game and always does. If 
sentence were not imposed on this 
man, who has been granted clemency 
and who must have known what he 
was doing, it would mean license for 
the theatre ticket business. 

*‘The time has come to make this 
business realize that the Government 

in and wilP make its representatives 
suffer for violations of law and for 
outrageous gouging of the public. 
Clemency must not be made a mere 
cover for further violations. I move 
for a severer sentence than was ‘im- 
posed in the case of the Alexanders. 

The Alexanders, ticket agents, were 
convicted, having gone to trial as a 
test of the constitutionality of that 
part of the law which permits the 
Government to collect as a tax 50 per 
cent. of all ticket speculators’ profits 
above 50 cents in excess of the origi- 
nal or printed nrice of the ticket sold. 

When sentence was pronounced 
Levy, his voice broken bv sobs, arxed 
permission “say something.’’ Ex- 
citedly he declared. that he would 
quit the theatre ticket business if 
Judge Goddard would not send him 
to jail. His. outburst was the more 
surprising as up to that time he had 
appeared rerfectly poised and not at 
all. affected. 

“T’ll get out of the business. tomor- 
row,’”’ Levy cried. ‘I'll drive a 
taxi. I have a wife and kiddie to. 
support and the thes*re ticket busi- 
ness is all I know. I have been in 
it for eithteen years and was never 
in trouble with the law before. Now 
you are sending me to jail for onlv 
trying to make a living. I only 
charged 50 cents more than I was 
charged. 1 didn’t understand I was 
breaking. the law. I have not been 
in court. My lawyer was here for 
me. I’ll close right up if you won’t 
send me to jail.’’ 


Levy Taken to Westchester. 


*"This makes it hard for me,’’ said 
Judge Goddard. ‘‘I would be inclined 
to conci#er your plea if I were the 
first Judge who sat in your Case.’’ 

Judge Goddard then said Levy 
might take up with the Circuit Court 
of Appeals the question of being per- 
mitted to remain at liberty under 
bail until the decision in the 
Alexander case. Meanwhile United 
States Marshal Hecht was preparing 
to send Levy to Westchester County 
and a short time later Levy was on 
his way there. 

Leonard J. Obermeier, attorney for 
Levy, pleaded that ag 8 had been a 
very small speculator, had not. been 
able to get allotments of seats from 
theatres and had sold his tickets at 
only a.50-cent advance over what he 
had paid for them. He contended 
that the agreement Levy signed con- 
tained a stinulation to that effect. 

Mr. Tuttle declared that if such 
were the wording of the agreement, 
or its intent, it would not. be ‘‘worth 
a nickel.’’ He then read from the 
agreement a clause to the effect that 
any premium paid by a ticket agent 
to other ‘than a box office seller was 
not included in the agreement. 


Motion for Delay Denied. 


Mr. Obermeier moved that sentence 
be deferred in view of the fact that 
his client, with twenty-two other 
ticket agents, had ,leaded guilty with 
the. expr-ss understanding that the 
plea could ve withdrawn the Cir- 
cuit Court of Appeals decided that 
the law was unconstitutional. Judge 
Goddard, denying the motion, pointed 
out that Levy had pleaded: guilty of 
the facts charged against 
had knowingly broken the agreement 
under which his sentence had origi- 
nally been deferred. Under the cir- 
cumstances, he added, Le felt that 
Levy’s sentence. should be more 
severe than that given the Alex- 
anders, which was sit months in 
prison. ;

BANKRUPT BRITISH CO. 
SUES MOVIE DIRECTOR 


Brenon, Who Filmed ‘Peter Pan,’ 
Testifies in $200,000 Action 
for Breach of Contract. 





Herbert Brenon, who directed the 
filming of ‘‘Peter Pan” and “A Kiss 
for Cinderella,’’ and who has just 
completed the filming of ‘‘Sorrel and 
Son” in England, appeared before 
Supreme Court Justice Mullan and a 
jury yesterday to testify in the suit 
brought against him by the assignee 


of a British film company for an al- 
leged breach of contract. 

he action was brought by Alvin 
Brush, as assignee of the British and 
Colonial Kinematograph Company, 
Ltd., of London. Tne piaintiffs seek 
to recover $200,000 damages alleged 
to have been sustained by the now 
defunct film company from a con- 
tract made between it and Mr. 
Brenon in England in 1918. 

While Brenon was in England in 
October, 1918, the plaintiff contends, 
he entered into a contract with Ed- 
ward Godal, then the managing 
agent of the British company, to 
make two pictures, with the option 
of the company for. Brenon’s services 
in the filming of four more. Only 
one of these pictures was completed 
under Brenon’s direction, it is al- 
leged, although another was begun 
by him. The plaintiff says that on 
the basis of profits derived from the 
first picture, .‘‘Twelve. Ten,’’ they 
compute the amount of damagts*sus- 
tained by reason of the loss of Bren- 
on’s services in directing five more 
to be $200,000. 

Mr. Brenon testified he signed a 
contract in London with a man 
named Lionel Phillips, whereby 
Phillips was to act as his British 
agent. Phillips was unable to obtain 
work for him, Mr. Brenon testified 
and Godal made an offer. He told 
Godal he had signed a contract with 
Phillips, Mr. Brenon said, but Godal 
finally induced Mr. Brenon to sign 
a contract with the British company 
on Nov. 18, 1918. The _ picture 
“Twelve Ten’’ was then filmed and 
another was begun when Phillips ob- 
tained an injunction restraining Mr 
Brenon from continuing his work for 
the British company. The company 
subsequently went bankrupt, and the 
present action. was brought at the 
instigation of the liquidators.

‘ASKS. NEW TRIAL.ON ALIBI 


Young Woman Aids. Him at Hearing 
Prosecutor Says She Has 
Changed Her Story. 


In an effort to prove that a girl 
witness might have spared Robert 
Weiner from conviction. on a. first 
degree murder charge last March in 
connection -with the plot which re- 
sulted in the killing of the Warden 
and a keeper in the frustrated out- 
break of three gunmen’ in the Tombs 
last November, Assistant District At- 
torney Brothers was called as a wit- 
ness by, Weiner’s lawyer yesterday at 
the hearing before Judge Mancuso ‘in 
General Sessions on Weiner’s appli- 
cation for a new trial. f 

Mr. Brothers prosecuted Weiner 
on an indictment charging that he 
aided the three gunmen, Hyman Am- 
berg, Michael. (Red) McKenna and 
Robert Berg, to obtain the pistols 
with which they’ killed Warden Mal- 
lon and Keeper Murphy, before the 
gunmen committed suicide in the 
Tombs rose as they were about to be 
recaptured. : 

Testimony at Weiner’s trial was to 
the effect that Weiner threw pistols 
over the outer wall of the prison 
the day before the outbreak, and 
actually was in front of the main 
entrance with an automobile to aid 
the three gunmen to escape when 
— attempted to shoot their way 


Weiner declared that the police 
forced him to make an ‘untruthful 
confession that he had thrown the 
— over the wall. He said that 

e had driven a girl to the Tombs 
on the day of the shooting, but that 
he had no knowledge that an out- 
break was -to be attempted by the 
gunmen and that he had driven off 
with the girl twenty minutes before 
the gunmen opened fire on the 
warden. 


Brought From Death House. 


Weiner, who has been in the death 
house at Sing Sing, was brought 
from the prison to the court for the 
hearing yesterday. Albert Giller, a 
taxicab driver of 551 Grand Street 
was the first witness called by Mr. 
Slade. Giller testified that he drove 
a fare to the entrance of a building 
—— the Tombs at 2:25 P. M. on 

e day of the shooting and identi- 
fied Weiner as the driver of a gray 
car which rammed him there while 
Weiner was backing his car into 
a small space. Weiner, he said, went 
to the entrance to the Tombs, re- 
turned in two or three minutes, and 
drove off with a girl. He said he be- 
came a witness by answering an ad- 
vertisement inserted by Weiner’s 
lawyer in a taxicab publication. 

Judge Mancuso questioned him on 
the description of the car he said 
Weiner was driving on the day of 
the outbreak. 

Miss Anna Rosen was called b 
Mr. Slade, when Giller had identi-' 
fied her as the girl in the car with 
Weiner. She testified that she had 
been cagered to Weiner six months 
before he was arrested. She said 
that she and Weiner drove to the 
Tombs at about 2:30 o’clock on the 
afternoon of the outbreak, and that 
after Weiner had gone to the en- 
trance, they drove to an apartment 
occupied by.her and another girl in 
West Forty-sixth Street. No shoot- 
ing had occurred at the Tombs u 
to the, time she and Weiner left 
there, she declared. 


Prosecutor Called to Stand. 


Mr. Slade then called Mr. Brothers 
to the witness stand. The Prosecutor 
said that the reason Miss Rosen was 
not called as a prosecution witness 


was that he did not believe her story. 
He said that the girl had insisted on 
the day she was questiond in his of- 
fice that she had not seen Weiner 
on the day of the outbreak. ‘‘I did 
not believe that she was with Weiner 
in the car that day,’’ the Prosecutor 
said. An the witnesses had said 
that Weiner was alone in the car.’’ 

Mr. Slade tried to introduce a let- 
ter Weiner was said to have written 
to the girl last February asking her 
to attend the trial, The court will 
decide on the motion to admit the 
letter before the hearing is resumed 
tomorrow.

Mr. Daly said yesterday that when 
his partner did not. appear on Mon- 
day he thought nothing of it, and 
when ‘he*had ‘iot- returned in three 
days he still was not worried, be- 
lieving Steere had decided to take a 
few days off. Mr. Daly said that 
his continued absence caused alarm 
and a private search was instituted. 
The police were not asked for assis- 
tance, he said, because he felt that 
Steere would return and he disliked 
“the idea of the notoriety that would 
come with an official police search.”’ 

Yesterday when no clue was found 
Mr. Daly decided to notify the Miss- 
ing Persons Bureau, which broadce:t 
a description of Steere last night. 
He described Steere as a healthy, en-, 
ergetic.. nervous type of’ man, one 
“able to take care of himself.”’ ..- 
said the theory of robbery had not 
occurred to him, because he knew 
Steere never carried large sums. 

Steere was born in New York and 
was duated from Brown Univer- 
sity in 1901. While in college he 
managed the football: team for two 
seasons, Mr. Mills said last night. 
He said the missing man was of a re- 
tiring mature and not given to de- 
pression or melancholia. Both Mr. 
Mills and Steere’s business partner 
said they were certain he had no 
enemies. 

The description sent out last night 
said Steere was 5 feet 5 inches tall 
and was of fair complexion. He 
weighed 140 pounds and at the time 
of his disappearance wore eo 
rimmed spectacles, a checked light 
gray suit; soft hat, low shoes, and 
carried a dark brown leather brief 
case. Besides his brother and sister- 
in-law living in Kingston, Steere has 
a sister, but her name and address 
were not known, it was said.

“Just Fancy’? is a musical version 
of A. E. .‘Thomas’s gossamer ro- 
mance of several years ago, entitled 
“Just Suppose,’’ in which an en- 
gaging Prince of Wales, visiting 
America, falls desperately in love 
with a Southern beauty and wants 
to renounce his inheritance to marry 
her. As the Prince and the Ameri- 
can maiden Mr. Santley and Miss 
Sawyer are, of course, charming 
with just the right touch of senti- 
ment necessary to make their scenes 
affecting. They dance together 
beautifully; they sing tenderly. 
When they are on the stage the 
translation of a royal romance into 
terms of a modern musical play does 
not seem disillusioning. 

But the rest of the production 
never touches the excellence of the 
leading players. Mr. Santley has been 
much too lavish with his equipment.

Selection of Gehrig, who ‘gave 
Babe Ruth a sizzling battle for home 
run honors and finished with a total 
of forty-seven, more than any other 
player has madein«baseball history 
except Ruth himself, was made by 
a committee of baseball writers rep- 
resenting. the..cities of the league. 
All But one of the first choice votes 
were given to Gehrig. who won the 
coveted honors with 56 points out of 
a possible 64. 

Gehrig’s nearest competitors. for 
the .honors were Harry Heilmann, 
Detroit: outfielder and 1927--batting 
champion of the American League, 
andTed Lyons, star pitcher with 
the Chicago White Sox. Heilmann 


had 35 points, while 34 went to 
Lyons. 


‘One Vote Cast for Lazzeri. 


The only dissenting vote was cast 
for Tony Lazzeri, as the most valua- 
ble player tothe Yankees, while all 
the others chose Columbia Lou, not 
onlyas the most valuable player of 
the "Yankees but the greatest ir the 
league. Twenty-five players were 
named in this year’s competition. 

President Ban Johnson of the 
American League, in announcing the 
results of the balloting, praised 
Gehrig as a great example for the 
youth of today. Gehrig causes um- 
pires no trouble, President Johnson 
said, attends strictly to business and 
has always given his club his best 
efforts. , 

Gehrig, finishing third in the bat- 
ting’ list in the American League, 
closed the season with the honor of 
driving in more runs than any other 
player in the league. 

In- 154 games Gehrig. was at. bat 
584 times: He made 218 hits for a 
total ‘of 427 bases. These included 
52 doubles, 18 triples and his 47 
homérs. He drove in 175 runs, aver- 
aging better than a run a game. 
Gehrig is regarded as a natural ball 
player. He is a steady fielder, but 
his terrific hitting was the important 
thing in his favor. - : 


Gehrig Native of New York. 


Gehrig, born in New ‘York June 
19, 1903, began.his. baseball career 
with the High School of Commerce 


of New York. He later played at 
Columbia... He. joined the Yankees 
in 1923 and was later: sent to Hart- 
ford. He returned to the New York 
club in time to play in the last ten 
games of the 1924 season, when the 
veteran Wally Pipp went to the Reds. 
Gehrig, who had been Pipp’s under- 
study, became the guardian of first 


base. 

Stockily built and somewhat short- 
er than Ruth, Gehrig follows 
through in batting with the same 
powerful swing that enabled the 
Babe to set a baseball] record of all 
times with his sixty home runs.

ATHERTON GETS VERDICT 


Outpoints Parra In Ten-Round Semi- 
Final—Feldman and Tiernan 
Draw.

‘Louis (Kid) Kaplan of Meriden, 
Conn., who outgréw ‘the feather- 
weight title and is n6éw Campaigning 
for lightweight honors, added Tommy 
Cello, Los Angeles fighter, to his 
list of vanquished rivals in the ten- 
round feature at the. St. Nicholas 
Arena last night, 

Kaplan, punching his rival all over 
the ring in a. furious attack. which 
started with the opening gong. and 
did not cease until ‘the: final. bell, 
carried off the decision of Referee 
Jack Denning and Judges Joe Bren- 
nan and C. A. Dinge. It was a unan- 
imous vote, for Kaplan won every 
round and only missed a knockout 
due to his own wildness and the re- 
sourcefulness of Cello. 

Cello was a tired, weary fighter at 
the finish. Battered and buffeted 
before the savage onslaught of Kap- 
lan, floored for a count of eight in 
the fourth round, Cello; nevertheless, 
fought back gallantly in spasms of 
offensive fighting which continued 
to the final bell. 

Cello had advantages in height and 
reach and these stood him in good 
stead. He was able to clinch and 
cling to Kaplan when the going be- 
came rough, which was frequently. 
But it must be said for Cello that 
he stood up under a battering. 

This morning, as a consequence of 
this latest triumph, Kaplan is in the 
front ranks of challengers of Cham- 
pion Sammy Mandell. He has done 
all that has been asked of him as a 
lightweight and is as eligible as Sid 
Terris or Phil McGraw for consid- 
eration. 

Kaplan Leads From Start. 


Kaplan wasted no time in formali- 
ties. With the opening gong the 
Nutmeg State lad leaped at Cello, 
and driving a right to the head shook 
the Coast lad to his heels. A wicked 
left hook to the body almost doubled 
Cello in two and for the rest of the 
round Kaplan plunged into his rival. 

Cello held desperately at every op- 
portunity in the second round when 
Kaplan continued’ to hammer the 
body and head freely, «Cello sought 
desperately to hold* Kaplan off with 
long rights aimed at the jaw, but 
which bounced harmlessly off the 
head of .Kaplan ,as_ the latter 
crouched, bobbed. and weaved in 
launching his fire. 

Kaplan continued to press and 
hammer his rival all over the ring in 
the third round and followed through 
in the fourth, a round which came 
close to being disastrous for Cello. 
The Coast lad, weakened from body 
blows, crumpled under a right to the 
paw in this session and was down 
for a count of eight.

‘was nosed out for second money. by 
Diegel; whose 73 gave him a-total of 
295. Klein, who was og hee with 
Diegel, had a putt on the last green 
to tie the Fenimore professional, but 
failed to get it down and his 74 
placed him in a tie with Cruickshank 
for third money. 


Smith Ties for Fifth. 


Macdonald Smith, who won the 
metropolitan open championship here 
here two years ago, and — 
Mayo of Pomonok tied for 
— their totals being 208. The 
only other player in the field to break 
300 was Johnny Golden of North Jer- 
sey, whose total was 299. 

Anthony Manero, assistant pro at 
Fairview, was eighth in the list and 
won first money among the assis- 
tants.

$25,000,000 Additional to Be 
Sold in Europe — Offering 
Likely Within Week. 


PLAN TO’ STABILIZE NATION 


American to Be Adviser to Polish 
Government—Gross Customs 
to Serve Obtigation. 


The: American portion of the new 
loan to the Republic of Poland, to 
be offered soon by a group headed 
by the Bankers Trust. Company, will 
amount to $47,000,000, will bear a 7 
per cent. interest coupon and will 
mature on Oct. 1, 1960. In addition 
to the issue placed here, $10,000,000 
of the bonds has been underwritten 
in England, $2,000,000 in France, 
$4,000,000 in Holland, $1,000,000 in 
Poland, $2,000,000 in Sweden and 
$6,090,000 in Swtizerland. 

The first detailed information: of 
the purposes and terms of the loan 
was obtained here yesterday. It 
will be known as the stabilization 
loan of 1927, and it is designed to 
consolidate and perpetuate the mone- 
tary and. budget stability which the 
Polish Government has achieved. 
Substantially the entire foreign ex- 
change resulting from the loan will 
be put at the disposal of the Bank 
of Poland. The budget equilibrium 
already attained will be established 
on a firm basis. 

An American citizen will be named 
as adviser to the Polish Government 
for three years under the provisions 
of the loan. He will be elected to 
the Bank of Poland and will assist 
and advise the bank and the Gov- 
ernment in carrying out the various 
measures provided in the plan. After 
the expiration of the three-year pe- 
riod the American adviser, at his 
own discretion, may continue for a 
further period with the approval of 
th. Bank of Poland. If the bank 
does not e that he should con- 
tinue, the discussion wiil be put in 
the hands of the panei foreign 
countries, which will decide as to his 
continuance in office. 

The bonds will constitute a direct 
obligation of the republic, and the 
Government will assign its gross cus- 
toms revenues, which will be paid 
into a special account of the fiscal 
agents of the loan with the bank of 
Poland. The customs revenues for 
the last three years have averaged 
more than $40,000,000 a year, or five 
and one-half times the maximum an- 
nual service on the loan. The bonds 
will be callable at 103, and a semi- 
annual sinking fund, amounting to 
about $1,600,000 a year, beginning on 
April 1, 1928, will retire the entire 
issue before maturity.

LONDON LOSES TO NEW YORK 


Big Foreign Business Transacted 
Here Because of Differences 
in. Money Rates. 


With the total of $782,000,000 of 
bankers’ acceptances on Sept. 1 
$200,000,000 in excess of the amount 
on the corresponding date of last 
year, Robert H. Bean, Executive Sec- 
retary of the American Acceptance 
Council, yesterday predicted that 
even the $1,000,000,000 record estab- 
lished here in 1920 likely would be 
exceeded at the peak of the season, 
which comes about Jan. 1. 

Mr. Bean said the acceptance mar- 
ket had never been in such an ex- 
cellent position. New York banks 
have greatly increased the financing 
of cotton and grain exports which 
in previous years were financed by 
London banks, due to the rates of 
8% to 3% per cent. here, comparing 
with London’s minimum rate of 41% 
per cent., which have prevailed 
many weeks. 

Another factor in the increase in 
acceptances here has been the in- 
vestment of $400,000,000 to $500,000,- 
000 by foreign central banks in ac- 
ceptances as a means of employing 
profitably the balances which they 
keep in this country. 

The strength of sterling at this 
time is largely due to the heavy for- 
eign investments in bankers’ accep- 
tances, as the usual seasonal trend 
would have the opposite effect. The 
pound is generally depressed when 
millions of pounds sterling in trade 
bills are offered on the market, hav- 
ing their origin in the payment by 
British importers for American cot- 
ton and ain. British concerns 
have opened large dollar credits here 
this goer with which to pay for their 
purchases, so that offerings of ster- 
ling trade bills have been compara- 
tively small. 

The trade accepfance usually drawn 
by trader upon trader or merchant 
upon merchant, endorsed by a bank, 
has been largely superseded this 
year by the banker’s bill, drawn by 
the merchant or trader against a 
bank deposit here by letter of credit 
and accepted by the bank. The busi- 
ness thus lost to London banks due 
to higher rates has thus been carried 
on by New York banks with cheaper 
facilities.

Coal, Coke and Merchandise Also 
‘Were Reported In Heavier 
Movement,

WASHINGTON, Oct. 11.—Freight 
loadings for the week ended ‘on Oct. 
1 totaled 1,126,390 cars, according to 
reports filed today by the railroads 
with the Car Service Division of the 
American Railway Association. Com- 
pared with the preceding week this 
Was an increase of 522 cars, in- 
creases over the week before. being 
reported in live stock, coal, coke and 
merchandise and less than carload 
freight, with decreases in grain and 


grain products, forest products, ore 
and miscellaneous freight. 

The total for the week was 53,659 
cars under the same week last year, 
but an.increase of 13,107 cars above 
the same week in 1925. 

Miscellaneous freight: totaled 441,- 
267 cars, a decrease of 3,421 under 
the corresponding week last year 
and 1,479 below 1925. 

Merchandise and broken car lots 
totaled 270,923 cars, a decrease cf 
1,500 below the same week last year 
and 779 below ine corresponding 
week two years ag 

Coal amounted * 103 709 cars, 26,- 
773 under the same week last year, 
but an increase of 18,940 compared 
with the same period two years ago 

Grain and grain products totaled 
54,894 cars, an increase of 6,647 above 
the same week in 1926 and 7,142 
above 1925. In the Western districts 
alone, grain and grain products to- 
taled ‘40, 855 cars, an increase,of 8,522 
above the same week last year. 

Live stock amounted to 35,435 cars, 
a decrease of 3,194 under the same 
week last year and 6,047 below 1925. 
In the Western districts alone, live 
stock totaled 27,3380 cars, a decrease 
of 3,295 under the same week last 
year. 

Forest products totaled 67,809 cars, 
3,697 below the same week last year 
soe. 2,917 below the same week in 


Ore totaled 52,536 cars, 19,123 below 
the same week in 1926, but "202 above 
the corresponding week two sg 
ago. Coke amounted to 9,817 cars, a 
decrease of 2,598 under the same 
week in 1926. and 2,455 below the 
Same period in 1925.

Radical Leaders Tried to 
Prolong. 1926 ‘Strike. 


TELLS OF OUSTING THEM 


‘Loss to Workers $2,000,000 In 22 
Weeks, He Testifies in Libel 
Sult Against Two Papers. 


Morris Sigman, President of the In- 
ternational Ladies Garment Work- 
ers’ Union, spent three hours on the 
witness stand yesterday, defending 

‘his action in ending the 1926 strike 
and in deposing the ‘“‘left wing’ 
strike leaders. He was testifying for 
the second time before Magistrate 
Brodsky in Yorkville Court, in his 
libel suit against the Freiheit and 
the Unity, Yiddish “‘left wing’’ news- 
papers. 

His testimony was made more dra- 


matic -by the crowd of garment 
workers, intent on every word, which 
jammed the courtroom. Grouped 
near the witness stand as he spoke |b 
were: some of the same ‘‘left wing’’ | P 
leaders Mr. Sigman and: his asso- 
ciates had -suspended from office. 
Louis Hvman, former Vice President 
of the International, stood near the 
witness stand darting glances at his 
former comrade and his present 
union enemy. In a front row 
sat Ben Gold, leader of the Commu- 
nist fur workers, who was. likewise 
shorn of authority following the fur 
strike of last year. 

Denying that in ending the strike 
he had “betrayed the workers’? and 
*‘sold out to the employers,’’ Mr. Sig- 
man insisted that at the end of 
twenty-two weeks of the strike the 
cloakmakers were faced with disas- 
ter ‘unless a settlement could be 
made: The long struggle had cost 
$2,000,000 by then, he testified, and 
there was no knowing to what fur- 
ther ruin it might lead. The opinion 
of Governor Smith’s Advisory Com- 
mission only made him more confi- 
dent that the strike should and could 
be ended on advantageous terms, he 
declared. 

“IT felt there was no justification,” 
he said, ‘‘for continuing the long 
strike into another season and cost- 
ing the workers still more suffering 
and sacrifice. I felt certain that we 
could go before any board of arbi- 
we and have our contentions up- 

eld. 

Mr, Sigman explained at length 
that the International Union did 
make a settlement with the manu- 
facturers, but. only ‘‘in the face of 
the most savage attacks’’ from other 
strike leaders who, he said, con- 
stantly ES obstacles in the way of 
peace. For this reason, he said, Hy- 
man and his associates were sus- 
| pened from office. 

There was a sharp wrangle be- 
' tween oposing counsel when Joseph 
R. Brodsky, attorney for the defend- 
ants, charged that the libel suit had 
been instigated by an oposition news- 
paper, and that this ‘right wing’’ 

aper had lent $60,000 to Mr. Sigman 
for oses of the court action. 

igman denied both charges, 
bot a strate Brodsky ordered the 
questions and answers stricken from 
the record. 

| Much of the cross-examination was 
intended to show how much Mr. Sig- 
|}man had spent on the amusement 
park at Storm Lake, Iowa, which he 
owned and his wife operated, and on 
which, age, * a the “‘left wing’ 
charges, Mr. an had spent 
moneys — rom union treas- 
uries. Mr. Sigman said that all im- 
provements to the property, origi- 
nally assessed at $6.650, had cost him 
no more than $3,800. 

The hearing was adjourned until 
Monday morning in the Tombs Court.

WANTS COURTS TO FIX FEES 


Hughes Says. He Can Give More 
Help as Head of Association 
Than in Any Other Position. 


The Association of the Bar of the 
City of New York last night adopted 
in full the report of its Special Com- 
mittee on Equity Receiverships, 
which included recommendations for 
the discontinuance of priority to local 
creditors, amendments to equity rules 


and the Bankrupt act, so that 
causes may be trenaberted from one 
to the other, and the appointment of 
a disinterested co-receiver in cases 
where a former officer of the de- 
fendant corporation has been made 
receiver, 

The meeting, held at the House of 
the Bar Association, 42 West Forty- 
fourth Street, was presided over by 
the President, Charles. Evans Hughes, 
who concurred in the approval of the 
committee’s report and, in a brief 
address, said t he had a better 
opportunity to advance the ends of 
justice as President of the associa- 
‘ tion than he believed’ he could pos- 

sibly-have in any other capacity or 
position. 

The committee’s report included 
fourteen recommendations, a sum- 
mary of which follows: 

Counsel for the receiver should not 
be antes save after designation 
by order of the court; the Judge to 
make allowances to receivers and 
their counsel; the court originally 
appointing receivers to have control 
of the assets of the defendant; that 
the equity receiver be given full 
power to sue in the Federal courts. 

That. a copy of the reorganization 
plan be filed with the Court; that re- 
ceivers be required to file within two 
months a report of receipts and dis- 
bursements, and like reports every 
three months thereafter during the 
receivership period; that the scale of 
charges in’ bankruptcy for auc- 
tioneers, appraisers, masters to sell, 
masters to hear, prevail in equity re- 
ceiverships; that secured claimants 
be permitted to file claims of general 
creditors only for deficit, if any, after 
enforcing collateral; that a statute 
—— creditors to file their claims 
within six ‘months‘ or be: forever 
barred.-from participation in the 
estate be given consideration; that 
present equity rules and the Bank- 
ruptcy act be amended to empower 
the Court, under certain conditions, 
to transfer the cause to a bankruptcy 
court where the interests of justice so 
require or where a majority in num- 
ber and amount so request. 

Under the caption, ‘‘Practice of an- 
cillary receiverships in districts other 
than that of the first or primary ap- 
pointment of a receiver,’’ which in- 
volves the customary priority to local 
creditors, the committee-recommend- 
ed that, by some appropriate rule or 
statute, ‘‘all assets, wherever situat- 
ed, become applicable for the satis- 
faction of all creditors, wherever 
resident, in accordance with their 
respective, substantive rights.’’ 

On the question of the extent of 
the control of .the court over the 
— of reorganization, the report 
said: 

“One conclusion reached was, ‘We 
are not at all convinced that it is de- 
sirable to vest such control in the 
courts;’ another, ‘We doubt the wis- 
dom. of. making our courts reorgani- 
zation bureaus under some statutory 
enactment which aims to vest in the 
courts the power to tell a mortgage 
bondholder that he must waive his 
remedies, surrender his security and 
forego his contract rights.’ ’’

INQUIRY AT PIERS IS BEGUN. 


Treasury Department Men Act to 
Prevent Delay of Imports. 


A survey of conditions at the piers 
and the public stores of the Ap- 
praiser of the Port was started yes- 
terday by the Treasury Department 
when Nathaniel G. Van Doren, As- 
sistant Commissioner of Customs, 
and James McConnochie, chief of 
special agents of the Treasury De- 
partment, arrived here to conduct an 
investigation which will last several 
days. 

The survey was ordered by Com- 
missioner of Customs E. W. Camp 
after a committee of the National 
Council of American Importers and 
Traders conferred with him last 
week in Washington and-asked that 
steps be taken to prevent a recur- 
rence of the congestion which tied 
up shipments of imports during the 
last two months. Mr. Camp at that 
time said he was handicapped by 
lack of funds, but promised to do 
what he could. 

Mr. Van Doren and Mr. McCon- 
nochie declined to discuss their mis- 
sion, saying they would report to 
Commissioner Camp and that only 
he could discuss their findings. 

Members of the Merchants’ Asso- 
ciation of New York, whose com- 
plaints led the agitation for im- 
proved service at the piers, said that 
the pier congestion had been ended 
by Appraiser Kracke. The Shippers’ 
Conference of New York, at whose 
meeting pier congestion was sched- 
uled to be discussed yesterday, did 
not touch on the matter because the 
crisis has passed. 

At the monthly meeting of the di- 
rectors of the National Council of 
American Importers and Traders to- 
morrow at 12:45 P. M. at the Hotel 
Astor ceommittees on pier congestion 
and on administration of the tariff 
will report. 


FIGHT NEW FREIGHT RATES. 


Shippers to Ask I. C. C. to Repeal 
Schedules to the Southwest.
